Loudon, Dec. 2 — The formal abdica­ 
tion of ihe Germ an emperor caused 
surprise in Knglund, 
It had been sup­ 
posed on th«* strength of tin* announce­ 
ment made by P rim e M axim ilian of 
linden, while chancellor, and the re­ 
ports of the Merlin Council of Sol 
diers' and W orkm en’s delegates that 
W illiam Hohenznllem had abdicated 
betore he left Germ any for Holland. 
The abdication of the form er G er­ 
man crown prince was accepted lu re 
as a fact on the same basis, but ¡1 
is now believed that 
Frederick W il­ 
liam has not relinquished his claims 
to the throne. 
The ex-emperor's pro 
uouneenients speak for him self only.
